G. A. Dorsey, Field Columbian Museum, 
Chicago, 111. For ethnological investi- 
gation among the Pawnees. $2,500. 
Abstract of Report.— This scheme of in- 
vestigation will require four or five years 
for its completion. It is a study of the 
religious ceremonies of the Pawnee Indians, 
with direct reference to the mythological 
origin of each ceremony, and to obtaining 
a clear and comprehensive understanding 
of the religious systems of the Pawnees. 

The w»rk of collecting and arranging the 
details of the region of the religion was 
begun early in the year, and has been 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible. 
The work of the first year was to obtain the 
mythology of the Skidi on the one hand, 
and the Chaui, Kitkahahki and Pittahaui- 
rata bands of Pawnees on the other, and of
